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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

The application has been amended as follows: claims 1-12 are canceled. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
12 directed to a non-elected species without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-12 have 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-15, 17, 20-22, 24 and 28 are allowed for the reasons given in the 
Office action mailed September 24, 2007. The reasons are repeated here for the 
convenience of the applicant. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Independent claims 1 3, 20 and 28 recite "deciding which one of a shadow 
increase region or a shadow decrease region of the difference image of the first 
radiographic image and the second radiographic image is to be displayed as a high- 
concentration region or a low-concentration region." This element, as shown for 
example in figures 1 6A, 1 6B and 1 7 of the application as originally filed determines 
whether a region of a difference image that shows a relative increase in the size of a 
shadow is displayed as a low-concentration (black) region or as a high-concentration 
(white) region. Similarly, this element determines whether a region of the difference 
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image that shows a decrease of the shadow's size is displayed as a high-concentration 
(white) region or a low-concentration (black) region.
